The Death-Dealing Cyclone and its 
Fearful Ravages—Hoew the Fre« 
quency of Tornadoes has 
Increased—Past Cy- 
clones. 


CHICAGO, April 19.—Later advices concern- 
ing the cyclone which visited Brownsville, 
Mo., yesterday, and whichiwas mentioned in 
the Associated Press dispatches last night, say 
the storm struck the town at4p. m. andtwo 
minutes afterward the most fearful 

SCENE OF DEATH AND DESTRUCTION 
was visible on every side. Large two-story 
brick business houses were lifted from their 
foundations and the ruins scattered in chaotic 
coniusion in all directions. Frame dwellings 
were Overturned and crushed into splinters, 
while large trees were uprooted and carried 
long distances by the force of the storm. Hogs 
and otser animals were picked up into the 
air, carried various distances axd 

DROPPED LIFELESS ALONG THE TRACK 
ofthe storm. The first intimation the people 
had of the terrible disaster impending, was the 
appearance of a low-hanging, bluish, funnel- 
sheped cloud, rising in the southwest, which 
seemed to be whirling and rollingir all direc- 
tions, assuming every conceivable form and 
traveling at a most fearful rate of speed direct- 
ly toward the town. 
THE PEOPLE BECAME INTENSELY EXCITED, 
and many sought safety in cellars, but the 
storm came with such velocity that no time 
was given the people to seek places of safety. 
Just before the funnel struck the town a loud, 
roaring noise was heard,-which was followed 
by several loud electrical explosions. 
Atthe southwestern limitsef the town the 
fannel seemed to strike ground and rebound 
a few feet into the air, and kept in close prox- 
imity to the earth during its entire passage 
through the town. It seemed to 

MOVE IN A RAPID ROTARY MANNER, 

and everything it came in contact with was 
drawn up into its mouth, only to be dropped 
again a iew seconds later,twisied and crushed 
out of allseape. Fifteen brick and two frame 
houses, between fifteen and twenty dwellings,

and numerous buildings badly damaged. Tha 
seven persons killed were P. Scruggs, a promi- 
nent farmer;O. Mayer, a leading dry goods 
merchant; Arthur and Williams, two 
traveling men, residence unkruown; J. 
P. Payne, a Baptist minister; James 
Miller, a well-known young man; City Marshal 
White. Perry and John Wilson, father and 
son, were fatally injured. The names of the 
others wounded are notobtainable. All except 
City Marshall White were killed py falling 
buildings. He was upon the street and was 
THE MOST MUTILATED AND DISFIGURED OF ANY, 
It is supposed that he was drawn into the fun- 
nelamong the flying timbers, which occa- 
sioned the mutilation. The ground 
over which the storm passed was 
mown smooth and everything the 
cyclone came in contact with was charred and 
blackened, and covered with a biuish, sticky 
mud. Large deposits of sand and gravel were 
also noticed scattered all along the path. 

The storm track wasinthe neighborhood of 
200 yards wide and was Zig-Zag upon both 
sides. It swept through the center of 


town from soutbwest to northeast, and after 
leaving the city }imits the clond raised higher 
in the air and continued on in a northeasterly 


direction. 

A DEAFENING ROAR 
accompanied the siorm, which could be hearh 
some time after it .ad passed. The cloud was 
seen to pass over this city about half-past3 
o’clock and @ great deal of uneasiness was 
felt by everybody. It struck ia 
the neighborhood of Marshall, Saline 
county,but no material damage bas 
been reported. The telegraph lines are ail 
down east and south of Brownsville and only 
one railroad wire working west, so it is impos- 
sible to get full details. Great excitement was 
occasioned here, as well as everywhere else 
where the news was received. 


The Death-Dealing Wind. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
Kansas City, Mo., April 19.—Ths town of 
Brownsville, Saline county, Mo., was visited 
by a death-dealing cyclone yesterday evening. 
Its track wae from southwest to northeast, 
moving with frightful velocity. Enormous 
trees were carried tnrough the air for some 
distance, then falling with a terrific orash 
upon the roofs of buildings. Houses and 
large buildings were completely demolished, 
their heavy timbers being buried through the 
air ike arrows. At the northwest portion of 
the city a row of buildings in which stood the 
Central Hotel, elevated on high ground, was 
wrecked compietely. Wherever the cyclone 
struck, it cut as clean a path as a scythe 
through a wheat field. The sudden- 
ness of the visitation took the inhabitants 
by surprise, and in two instances men were 
killed in the streets by the falling debris. The 
Missouri Pacific Road, has senta special train 
to the scene, supplied with medicines, nurses, 
etc. The loss entailed will aggregate many 
thousand dollars, bat an approximation can- 
not be made yet.

Disagree.

The Fords Assert They Were Prom- 
ised Immunity for all Their 
Past Crimes, 


But Their **Pal,” Tom Crittenden, In- 
dignantly Denies It—The Re- 
ward. 


Special from our Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., April 19.—The Ford 
bovs sre to be held for the murder of Wooa 
Hite and for the Blue Cut robbery. That 
I have positively. In conversation 
with them in the St. Joe Jail yesterday Char- 
ley Ford told me that a pardon had been 
guaranteed to them for all previous crimes. His 
exaet language wasihat they had it in Diack 
and white from the Governor. 

*‘*Do you mean,’’ I asked, ‘‘that you have a 
contract to that effect with Crittenden?’’ 

‘*It makes no difference what Imean. You 
will see that we get out of all,these troubles all 
right. We know what we are about, and 


we would not go blindly into this thingif we 
were not sure of pardon.’’ 

‘*‘Was it understood by the Governor that 
Jesse James was to be killed?’’ 

‘‘] suppose so. Wenever had any under- 
standing in our minds but that he was to be 


killed. In fact, nobody but a fool would un- 
dertake to do anything else. They 
knew when they put us to 


work that we would kill Jesse, and thatis all 
there is about it. We took the job on the 
chance that we would kill Jesse before he 
would kill us.’’ 

This statement was made in answer to Sher- 
iff Timberlake’s assertion thatthe Fords were 
employed to locate Jesse, not to kill him. 

‘*How are you going to divide the reward ?’” 

‘*That is our business. If we are satisfied 
everybedy else ought to be.’’ 

This morning saw Gov. Crittenden and 
asked himif there was any written contract 
made with the Ford boys guar- 
anteeing them full pardon for all 
past crimes upon their killing Jesse James. 
With much heatjhe denied the statement, ex- 
Claiming indignantly that this was part of the 
general persecution to which he was being 
subjected. ‘‘Say for mein the PoOsT- DISPATCH 
that there is no such contract and there 
was none. I made no terms with the Fords in 
the first piace, further than assuring them 


that if & great public service was 
done it would be considered by 
me, I certainly guaranteed no pardon 
either for pastor future offenses. I am no 


absolutionist. If they have committed other 
crimes I know vothing aboutit and I will not 
Sav what my course may be. My action! will 
not anticipate.’’

How Tornadoes Originate. 

Prof. Francis E. Nipher. in charge of the 
scientific department of Washington Universi- 
ty, wasinterviewed this morning as to the 
scientific theory underlying the origin of 
storms like that which destroyed Brownsville, 
Mo., on yesterday, and which have been of 
such frequent occurrence throughout Missouri 
of late years. He said: 

‘*‘The proper name for storms like that at 


Brownsville yesterday is tornadoes. I don’t 
know why they are called cyclones, although 
they cause just as much damage. The 
cause of these storms is ultimately 
due to differences of temperature in the air. 
This theory is based upon observation and 
also upon mathematical calculation. Prof. 
Ferrel, of the Coust Survey, has calculated 
the velocity in a whirl with differences in 
temperature, such as are frequently observed, 
and he finds the velocity due to the unequal 
difference in temperature sufficient to produce 
the effects observed in a tornado. 

TORNADOES ARE MOST FREQUENT IN SPRING 
AND EARLY SUMMER, 

or in the late autumn, and occur in nearly all 
cases when the temperature at the surface of 
the earth ig unseasonably warm. These 
difficulties in temperature are more com 
mon ana greater in spring than in summer, 
wnen the whole surface ofthe earthis about 
equally warm everywhere. The circum 
stunces which usually produce a tornado then 
are these: <A stratum of hot air 
rear the surface with cooler air 
above, thatis, acondition of unstable equili- 
brium. Under such circumstances irregular 
currents of air are likely to 
form. They may or may not 
come in §coliision with each other so asto 
produce a whirl; if a whirl happens tobe 
formed (which is a matter of pure chance), so 
that the hot air begins to funnel up through 
the colder air in the vortex, 

WE HAVE THE BEGINNING OFA TORNADO. 
Whether this whiri will develop into a tornado 
or not depends then upon the intensity of the 
original impulse andthe existence of the 6 


unequally heated strata of air. When 
the tornado is fully tormed the 
warm air feeds in at the 


bottom, rushes upthrough the chimney-like 
funnel, a fall of temperature ensues as the gas 
expands, or rising through the vortex, 
so that rain, snow and hail form in 
the upper part of the vortex, 
frequently accumulating there in immense 
quantities, supported on this rising column of 


air and frequentiy pouricg down a+ 
the vortex breaks, sometimes coming 
down in streams and washing holes 


two feet deep in the ground, but usualy 
these phenomena are not 80 much €xaggerated. 
The effects are more damaging in hilly coun- 
tries than in flat conntries, because 
the water is collected in larger quantities 
inthe valleys. Hat! stones_ thrown out at the 
top of the vortex frequently fall down intothe 


feeding winds below and are again car- 
ried in. If two such gtones hap- 
pen to touch they’ instantly freeze 


together and as inany as half a dozen are fre- 
quently fouad thus frozen together, covered 


with a layer of ice deposited subse- 
quently. There are, perhaps, three 
or four cases where such stones 


to an ordinary coffee boiler. Such storiesgare 
usually rejected as untrustworthy; neve 
less, the cases referred to are vouched for by 
persons whose veracity is beyond question, 
and the phenemenon is certainly possibie.’’ 
‘‘Isthere any human agency which could 
break one of these vortices in time to prevent 
its doing any damage?’* 

‘*In general 1 would say it would be entirely 
impracticable. The whiris generally form in 
the airand developtosuchalaryge size that 
when they come down near the earth they are 
entirely unmanageable. The gapparatus for 
doing it is not usually available 
at the right time. It is therefore 
very questionable whether it could be done in 
any case,’’ 

‘*How do these tornadoes usually travel?’’ 
**Generally in a straight line, and have 
been quite evenly distributed over the entire 
State. On the day of the Marshfield storm 
there were eleven destructive whirls, two of 
which were at least as large and violent as the 
one which destroyed arehfield. One of 
them passed up the valley’ of Finley 
Creek, just south of the Marshfiela 
stormn; the other originated in the southern

age to life and prepe:ty as was the cass 
in Brownsville and Marshfield. The larger 
buildings in the town, however, could hardly 
be permanently injured. The reason for this 
is that a stoutliy built house is generaliy 
strong enough to resist successull¥ 
the force of the tornado. Thus 
it occurred at Marshfield and Brownsville that 
afew large brick buildings directiy on the 


track of the tornudo were blown 
down, but more fragile frame 
buildings immediatelv behind them 


escaped damage, simply because the stronger 
house (dissipated the wind in time to preven 
its reaching thesmalier house. The vortex, 
itis true, forms again, and does just as much 
damage as it did before.’’

A curious machine, which cleans horses by 
seam, isin daily use at the Third Avenue 
rai/road stables, replacing the currycomb. 
lis stardard rate is 100 horses in ten hours, 

oul yesterday in cleaned 122 between 7:30 a. 
m. and 0:40 p.m., with an hour’s intermission 
fordinner. To test it, extra good speed was 
puton, and one horse was actually cleaned 
in One minute and fifteen seconds, and more 
thoroughly than by the ordinary process. 

Tue horse is led under a bar, from which 
depend on each side of him arms with uni- 
versa’ joints. Turning on the arms are 

‘rushes afootin circumference. These are 
revolved by steam through the arms and 
(ross bar at an ordinary rate of 800 revolu- 
tans a minute, which can be increased to 
1,00. A man on each side takes hold of the 
arm close to the brush and applies the brush 
tothe horse. The steam that whirls the 
brush makes a noise a good deal like the 
hissing of a hostler. The universal joints 
slow the arms and brushes to be moved in 
an’ direction. 

Benning at the head, the men move the 
en along the sides, back and belly, and 
fown the legs ofthe horse to the feet. A 
‘oud of dustarises in the air, and in two 
minutes the horse looks like a different creat- 
ure. The horses were a littie nervous at 
fret, but after a few seconds all appeared to 
be pleased with the operation.

‘ean 128 horses by the ordinary process. If 
the sieam brush is passed over the horse at a 
moderate speed once, each square inch is 
‘eiuiily brushed more thanif an ordinary

TRE LAMSON LESSON. 

The official note of the Home Secretary 
postponing the execution of Dr. LAMSON un- 
til the 28th inst. leaves no room for doubt 
that, barring accidents, he will be duly hang- 
edon the day specified. Nothing but the 
personal request of the President of the 
United States, which could not be refused 
without violation of international courtesy, 
prevented the trial, conviction and punish- 
ment of the criminal occurring within the 
space of six weeks or less. Wedo things dif- 
ferentiy in America, and LAMSON made a fa- 
tal mistake in not poisoning his cousin here 
jnstead of there. Let us suppose he had 
done so, selecting St. Louis as the scene of 
operations and thereby securing the valuable 
judicial services of Judge LAUGHLIN, and the 
equally valuable legal services of which bis 
court is the bright particular tield. To start 
with, a continuance would have-been obtain- 
ed. perhaps two or three of them; then, when 
the case came up for trial, the plea of insan- 
ity would of course have been entered, and 
half a dozen insanity experts introduced to 
prove the disordered mental condition of 
the prisoner at the moment of administering 
the deadivy dose; which testimony would 
have been backed up by that of relatives and 
fiiends of the family, tothe effect that his 
uncle, aunt, great-grandfather or mothber- 
in-law was notoriously insane. If the jury 
had resisted all these attacks and brought in 
a verdict of guilty, then would have come a 
motion for a new trial on any grounds which 
might suggest themselves to the vivid imagin- 
ation of the ingeniouscounsel. Tbat motion 
denied, there would have been an appeal, 


to the Court of Appeais which, re- 
sulting unfavorably, would: have been 


followed by an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. The chances are that one or the other 
of these tribunals would have returned the 
ease for rehearing, because of erroneous rul- 
ings,improper instructructions to the jury, 
orsomething ofthatsort. Then the whole 
work would have been gone over again. If 
the verdict of the lower court had been con- 
firmed, then executive clemency would have 
been solicited; so thatin any eventtwo or 
three years at least might have elapsed be- 
fore the finale of the gallows. Meanwhile 
the majority of people would have forgotten 
all about the crime, and no inconsiderabie 
number thought the hanging unnecessary 
‘‘afterso long confinement in jail.”’ 

The superiority of American criminal law 
to the English, so far as the: safety of the 
criminal’s neck is concerned, is too evident to 
require comment. So far as the interests of 
society are concerned, the superiority is not 
quite so evident. The fact is that English 
law **means business.” The murderer, if 
arrested, is certain to be convicted and 
hanged inthe least possible time consistent 
with justice and decency. The innumerable 
dodges and delays which disgrace our crimi- 
nal courts and burden the public with heavy 
and wholiy unnecessary expense are entirely 
unknown in England, and it will be a happy 
day for us and ours when, in this respect, we 
can imitate the English example. 


BRITISH ROYALTY. 

British royalty is a pretty whistle, and a 
pretty price our British cousins pay for it. 
What may be called the mouth-piece of the 
whistle, the Queen, receives annually from 
the public pocket about $2,000,000; which 
handsome sum is divided as follows: For ex- 


; penses of the royal houseboid, $850,000; for 


salaries to members of that household, and 
retired aliowances, $650,000; for her Majesty’s 
private purse, $300,000; for her pension fund, 
$110,000; for royal bounty, charity and special 
services, $45,000. The other portions of the 
whistie are subsidized thus: The Prince of 
Wales has an annuity of $200,000, to say 
nothing of the semi-occasiona! payment of his 
debts by Parliament. His wife has $50,000; 
the Princess Royal, wife of the Crown Prince 
of Germany, $40,000; the Duke of Edinburgh, 
$125,000; the Duke of Connaught, $125,000; 
Princess HELENA, $30,000; Princess Loursnr, 
$30,000; Princess Mary of Teck, a cousin o* 
the Queen, $25,000; Princess AUGUSTA, 
another cousin, $15,000; the Duke of 
Cambridge, another cousin, in  ad- 
dition to his pay as figuréhead of 
the army, $60,000; Prince LEOPOLD, 
fitting for martrimonr, has just received his 
$125,000, and when Princess BEATRICE is 
ready to be married she will get her $30,000. 

* When we remember that the enormous 
aggregate, drawn from heavily-taxed people, 
coes for the support of an institution which 
the mass of that people have outgrown, and 
for which they entertain only a traditional 
respect, it is easy to understand the rapid 
growth of republicanism in England, and the 
rapid decay of those moral bulwarks which 
support the throne. Even among the anti- 
republicans royalty is regarded rather as a 
necessary evil than a real good, and the more 
intelligent of them look forward to its final 
decline and fall with complacent confidence. 
Its present apparent streneth is largely, if 
not altogether, due to the popularity of 
Victoria. Her reign has been long, and, on 
the whole, peaceful and prosperous, and there 
is no disposition to disturb its closing years 
by an agitation which, when it begins, must 
go to the very bottom and root of things. 
Her age, sex and domestic virtues protect the 
system she represents from rude shaking if 
not irretrievable demolition; but when the 
venerable lady is gathered to her fathers and 
mothers, and ALBERT EDWARD assumes the 
golden ripg of sovereignty, royalty wil! 
be put upon its trial—a trial for life, If 
he shows the smallest dispositon—as he did a 
few years ago—to imitate GreorGe IV., he is 


liable to be invited down and out at short no- 
tice; and it is rather doubtful whether he 
could touch the crown at all, if burdened 
withasmany pensioned bastards as WILLIAM 


IV. of blessed memory fastened upon a pa- 


tient country. Times have changed wonder- 
fully since “Sailor King Billy” wore the pur- 
ple, and ALBERT EDWARD, even if he does the 
very best that in him lies, will be exceedingly 
fortunate if he dies a king de facto. There is 
a great deal of wild music ijatent in English 
air, and little provocation is required to start 
the aerial orchestra; and when it starts, roy- 
alty will be danced out of England. While 
it remains, be the period long or short, its 
power and prestige, weak enough now, must 
steadily diminish in strength; so that the 
substance will have vanished when the shadow 
may yet linger. Unless all signs fail, the 
death of VICTORIA will be the beginning of the 
end; and there is no risk in predicting that, 
sooner or later, the whole English-speaking 
race will live under a republican form of gov- 
ernment—perhaps not like our own, but based 
on the same essential principles. 


REPRESENTATIVE FROST has offered a 
joint resolution in the House directing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to returnto the 
Government of Great Britain the undistri- 
buted balance of the Geneva Award fund 
now in his keeping. We collected originally 
$15,000,000 from our British cousins and 
were never able to find rightful claimants for 
more than half the sum. A lot of New Eng- 
land sharks, whose claims were actually re- 
jected by the Geneva Arbitrators, have been 
trying for ten years to break into the Treas- 
ury and steal the balance of the fund, and on 
several occasions Congress has come very 
near assisting them in their enter- 
prise. The wrangle over this money has 
been an actual disgrace. Mr. FROST 
takes the ground that we collected more 
money than we were entitled to in the first 
place; that the sum was more than suflicient 
to meet the just claims of the citizens of the 
United States, and that *‘the dignity of the 
United States forbids us to retain the moneys 
of any foreiga power towhichit we have no 
just claim.’’ This sounds very honest and 
manly, but it will bea frigid day when this 
government returns any money to John Bull. 
Rather than see a dollar ofit leave the coun- 
try the Government will seize the fund and 
credit it up to the expense of the war of 1812 
Mr. FROST’S resolution, bowever, has raised 
a question of National honesty and integrity 
and we will watch the solution with consider- 
able interest. 


OUR distinguished Governor, T, T. Crrt- 
TENDEN, is a native of Kentucky. The late 
JESSE JAMES was 4 native of Kentucky. His 
father was a minister of education and refine- 
ment over there and in many respects the 
soul of chivalry. The FORD boys have a no- 
ble Virginia ancestry, and Major JOHN ED- 
WARDS, we believe, is of Kentucky descent. 
When Gov. CRITTENDEN wished to justify 
the killing of JESSE JAMES he cited thie as- 
sassination of a Kentucky bloodhound 
named WARING inthe streets of Versailles, 
who was shot as a /iostis humanis, or some- 
thing of that sort. Not long ago Judge 
LAUGHLIN, ofthis city, late of Kentucky, 
decided that when aman threatened to kill 


another the threatened man had a perfect | 


right to take down bis gun and slay the ab- 
surd creature on sight, and he quoted a Ken- 
tucky decision in favor of his dangerous doc- 
trine. Thereisatheory over in Kentucky 
that the pistol and the shot-gun are valuable 
instruments in the adjustment of human af- 
fairs. They shot a Judge of the Court 
of Appeals over there in the back forinterpret- 
ing the law in an unsatisfactory way, kill wit- 
nesses in the court-room and settle card dis- 
putes at the muzzle of the revolver. What 
we would like to know is whether the State 
of Missouri is to be overrun by the Goths and 
Vandals from the land of gunpowder law, and 
whether our struggling civilization is to be 
crushed out by the barbarism of Kentucky. 
Haven’t we had enough of the tribal rule of 
the chivalric Governor who ‘‘comes of a fight- 
ing family, sah’??? We admire the beautiful 
Kentucky women, the rare Kentucky horses 
and acknowledge the potency of the mellow 
Kentucky whisky, still we object to the 
example that the sons of Kentucky are 
setting for us in Missouri. 


IT is certainly the duty of everybody in St. 
Louis to encourage manufacturers. We 
can’t have too many shops and factories, but 
it strikes us that there is enough good terri- 
tory around the edges of the city for the 
manufacturers to erect their establishments 
on without invading the best and most prom- 
inent thoroughfares, We have shops ali 
through the center of the town belching ont 
smoke and depreciating property for squares 
around, and now it is proposed to erect a big 
tobacco manufactory on Fourth street on the 
old Sisters’ Hospital lot. A tobacco factory 
is anything but a well-spring of pleasure in a 
densely settled neighborhood. The one lo- 
cated at the corner of Thirteenth and Chest- 
nut has forced an exodus of families by its 
ferocious smells, and it is altogether likely 
that this proposed factory on Fourth street 
will make life in the Southern Hotel rather 
disagreeable. Every breeze from the south 
will waft the nicotine odors into the heart of 
the city.

Does a Parden Pardon? 
St. Louis, April 18, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The rearrest of Robert Ford for the murder 
of Wood Hite will raise the question of the 
limits of an unconditional pardon, apropos to 
which tne foliowing may not be uninteresting: 
Some twenty-five years ago a noted forger was 
senttothe Auburn, New York, penitentiary. 
Under color of writing visiting cards he ob- 
tained the autographs of every ofticer of the 
institution. Hethen forged a certificate from 
the physician of the penitentiary 


to the effect that he was dy- 
ing of consumption; a petition of the under 
keepers, setting forth his good conduct and 


asking tor his pardon, and a 
letter from the warden and in- 
spector, recommending his release upon 


the grounds set forth in the petition of the 
oflicers sid letter of the physician. These 
documents were smuggled out by his brother 
and mailed. In roenrens an unconditional! 
pardon, signed by Horatio Seymour, Gov- 
ernor, waS granted and forwarded to the 
Warden, who, having no discretion, released 
the man. The facts being, however, that 
the man was not an exemplary prisoner, and 
there being no good reason for his release, 
excited the suspicion of the Warden, who 
posted in hot haste to Albany. The fraud be- 
ing established, the man was rearrested for 
forging the officers’ names to the petition. 
Being indicted and arraigned for the offense, 
hia counsel (one of whom, I believe, was Sam 
Blatchford, recently confirmed Judge of the 
Supreme Oourt of the United States) 
raised the point thatthe pardon covered any 
and every offense up to the moment that it 
was signed, and that, though a crime was com- 
mitted to obtain the issuance ot the pardon, 
that crime was condoved and forgiven by the 
pardon. The court sustained this plea and 
discharged the prisoner. 

If this precedent will hold, it is evident that 
Crittenden has fully protected bis accomplices.

The jury in the case of Jack Hayes, who 
murdered Philip Mueller, the Grand avenue 
saloon-keeper, came into the Criminal Court 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning after being locked 
up allnight.

I am convinced 
the apartments where jurors are lodged here 
over night are not as good as those occupied 


by prisoners in the common jail. it

in the case of a ~protracted trial 


have become seriously sick on account of the 
lodging thus furnished to them, and have 
seriou-l7 delayed the progress of trials and 
the administration of justice. Gentiemen, if 
you would goin a body and call on the Comp- 
trolier I think that he would see the necessity 
of making better arrangements and 
that he would do 80. wish 
you would do 80, as it would be a great benefit 
to you asjurymen and to this court in the 
adtmninistration of ja-tice.’’ 

The jury tben filed out, but had not made ap 
their minds about calling on the Comptroller.

AN UNKNOWN 


SUICIDE, 


The Dead Man Discovered With a Bullet 
Hole through His Brain. 


This morning at about 1:30 o’clock Officer J. 
F. Ryanfound a man apparentiy asleep on a 
bench tn Washington Square Park. Upon 
goingup to him he saw that the man was 
dead. The officer procured a lantern and dis- 
covered that the man had committed suicide. 
Ona the bench beside him was a 
45-caliber Cult’s army pistol center- 


fire. The pistol is a very formidabie 
weapon, and the barrel has been cnt down so 
that it cou:d be carriedin a pocket, insteaa ofa 
belt. The unknown man’s body was imme- 
diately taken to the Morgue,and this morning a 
careful examination made of the clothing to 


establish the man’s identity. Nothing to 
indicate his name was found. It 


would appear that he had taken particular 
care that it should not be learned. A small 
note book wasfoundin an inside pocket of 
his coat, from which two or three leaves in the 
front part were torn Out,evidently forthe pur- 
pose of concealing his name. The book is new, 
being but little worn in the binding. The miss- 
ing leaves, which would probably give a 


cine to the man’s uame and 
condition, were carefully searched forin the 
vicinity, but with no avail. Nota letter,card 


Ormark upon hisclothing were to be found 
except the manufacturer’s businesscards. The 
suicide was evidently a man of refinement, 
judging from his countenance and clothing. 
He was apparently about twenty-eight 
years old, five teet and nine inches 
in - height. He weighed about 165 
pounds, had light brown hair, light bazel eves 
and wore A small, dark red moustache. His 
clothing consists of a fine coat and vest of dark 
mixed good and a pair of light gray pants. On 
the coat wasthe mark H. Houghton, nsas 
‘ity, who is the tailor makiog the clothes. 
On the inside band of the hat worn 
by the suicide was found the name 
Ellem printed in ft. It was thought some 
of the officers that this might be the de- 
ceased’s name, but it is not likely, as itis 
done with type. Tne man’s underclotbing 
was all of the best quality and new and clean. 
The boots have the name of N. F. Boland on 
them. In tne panes ket was 
found a rickel, en English shilling anda 
one or two keys. The man’s appearance 
indicated that he had become despondent and 
discouraged through pecuniary troubles and 
inability to procure work, and that he had 
found relief by ueans of the Dullet. The 
skull is one broken mass of blood, brains and 
bones, andtbe unfortunate man could not 
have suffere for more than an 
instant. Officer Ryan found the  nody 
at 1:3 o'clock and the deed 
was done within one hour of that time, as 
Jailor Rvan walked past the spot where the 
inan was found at 12:30 0’clock on his way to 
the jail. The shot heard by Officer Fine at 1:20 
o’clock was doubtless the one which endeu 
the suicide’s life. Coroner Frank will let the

Improvements on Real Estate Escapeffarm 
tion Next Year. 

It is a fact not generally known that all pe- 
sons who commenced to improve real estas 
after the lst of June lact year will escape pay- 
ment of taxes until 1884. The asses 
ment of the present year upoa 
which work will be commenced in June 
will relate only to personal property. Asses» 
or Powers recentiy took the opinion of the 
State Auditor upon the subjectand it was t 
the effect that uader the amended etatute real 
estate cannot be until 1883 for the 
taxes of the following year. 

Section 6,75 reads: ‘‘Real estate shall be as 
sessed at the assessment which shall com- 
mence on the Ist day of June, 1881, and shal 
only be assessed every two years thereafter. 
Each asses+ment of real estate 
made shall be the basis of taxation on the 
same for the two vears pext succeeding.’’ The 
advantage to property Owners in the districs 


where valine is increasing is tow 
clear.
